All  through  the  years,  Miss  MacLean  has  continued  her  membership  in  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  and  it  is  a  real 
pleasure  today  to  award  this  honorary  membership  to  so  deserving  a  lady.

Association  in  1954  and  served  until  1960  when  he  was  chosen  president-elect.  In  1961,  he  was  president  of  the  Association 
and  secretary  from  1963  to  1968.  He  came  back  on  the  Board  in  1971  and  this  year  is  the  vice  president  for  dentistry.  Also  he 
was  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Richmond  Chapter  in  1955,  vice  president  in  '56,  and  president  in  '57.  This  shows  you  how 
dedicated  to  this  Association  this  gentleman  has  been.  It  does  not  show  the  hours  he  has  served  on  committees  or  the  times  he 
has  been  called  on  the  phone  for  his  counsel.

from  1956  to  1961.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  by  the  Governor  of  Virginia  in  1965  and  served  as  its 
secretary-treasurer  in  '69  and  '70.  He  was  elected  a  fellow  of  the  Virginia  Dental  Association  in  1966  as  well  as  inducted  into 
Omicron  Kappa  Upsilon  the  same  year,  and  in  1969  he  became  a  fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Dentistry. 

Dedication,  friendliness,  wisdom  are  just  a  few  of  the  admirable  traits  of  this  gentleman  to  whom  we  today  name  Alumnus 
of  the  Year,  Woodrow  Claiborne  Henderson,  we  salute  you.

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  recognize  her  many  talents  and  express  our  heartfelt 
gratitude  for  her  tireless  efforts, 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  as  a  token  of  our  appreciation,  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  hereby 
bestows  on  Miss  Minnie  Franck  honorary  life  membership  in  the  Association." 

Doctor  Boyd  presented  the  president's  report: 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


I  welcome  the  opportunity  today  to  bring  you  up  to  date  as 
I  hope  it  will  evolve  when  we  get  through.  As  you  know,  your 
president  at  this  time  is  supposed  to  give  you  a  report  on  the 
affairs  of  your  MCV  Alumni  Association.  I  will  vary  from  that 
somewhat  and  exercise  the  perogative  of  this  office  and  not 
give  you  a  report  as  such.  The  functions  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  Board  of  Trustees  will  be  covered  in  the  secre- 
tary's report  which  you  will  hear  in  a  few  minutes.  I  will 
allude  to  and  make  reference  to  and  make  some  things  clear 


which  are  covered  in  that  report. 

The  reason  I  am  not  going  to  give  you  a  report  on  the 
affairs  per  se  of  your  Association  is  because  /  really  feel  it  is 
more  important  to  make  you  as  aware,  as  I  can  as  to  what  the 
business  of  your  Association  this  past  year  has  been. 

We  have  been  primarily  concerned  with  maintaining  the 
independence  and  continued  existence  of  this  Association.  In 
my  acceptance  speech  last  year,  I  spoke  of  problems  that  had 
existed  along  these  lines  between  this  Board  and  your  Associ- 
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ation  and  the  administration.  Little  did  I  realize  the  amount 
of  time  that  would  be  involved  in  trying  to  work  out  reason- 
able solutions  to  these  problems.  However  I  want  to  make  it 
perfectly  clear  here  and  now  that  your  officers  and  Board 
stand  united,  dedicated,  and  anxious  to  spend  however  much 
time,  energy,  and  wisdom  that  may  be  necessary  to  preserve 
the  independence,  viability,  and  functions  of  this  Association. 
I  think  it  is  very  important  that  the  administration  realize 
here  and  NOW  THAT  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Alumni 
Association  is  a  conscientious,  dedicated,  reasonable,  and 
compromising  group  of  nearly  40  professional  men  and 
women  who  represent  14,000  alumni.  We  stand  ready  to 
work,  listen,  and  reason  to  show  the  public  at  large  that  we 
are  proud  of  the  heritage  of  this  Association. 

The  history  of  this  Association  goes  back  89  years  to  1889. 
Our  history  shows  we  have  been  responsive  to  this  institution 
and  to  the  administration  of  this  institution  when  we  have 
been  asked  for  help.  We  have  given  help  when  it  was  within 
our  means  to  do  so.  I  would  remind  you,  some  of  you  may  not 
know,  of  the  $100,000  we  gave  for  the  student  lounge  in  the 
dormitories.  This  past  year  out  of  some  very  trying  times — 
out  of  adversity — I  must  tell  you  I  see  two  rays  of  sunshine. 
First,  I  know  we  have  a  president  of  this  University  at  long 
last  that  really  cares  about  its  alumni,  its  students,  its  faculty 
and  staff,  and  its  IMAGE.  It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  and  a 
heart-warming  experience  for  me  to  work  and  to  discuss  our 
problems  with  him.  We  are  fortunate,  indeed,  that  a  man  of 
his  bearing,  his  knowledge,  his  sincerity,  and  dedication  and 
stature  has  arrived  to  help  make  this  University  of  which  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  such  an  important  part  achieve 
new  heights.  This  Association  is  glad  to  have  Dr.  Edmund  F. 
Ackell  as  the  third  president  of  this  University. 

Secondly,  from  some  very  heated,  emotion-charged  meet- 
ings that  your  Board  had  with  a  committee  of  the  administra- 
tion from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  campus,  your 
Board  emerged  with  more  courage,  more  determination, 
more  togetherness,  and  more  espirit  de  corps  than  any  other 
organization  that  I  have  ever  had  the  pleasure  to  work  with. 
These  meetings  united  and  solidified  your  Association  as 
nothing  else  could  have  possibly  done.  Nothing  could  have 
given  this  Association  more  unity  or  more  purpose  than  what 
came  out  of  these  meetings.  And  at  the  same  time,  I  want  to 
emphasize  to  you  for  I  want  you,  Alumni,  to  know  here  and 
now  that  your  Board  recognizes  that  changes  are  necessary 
and  we  are  willing  to  make  some  changes  in  our  Association 
for  the  betterment  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  its 
student  body.  Bemember  and  let  me  emphasize — while  it  is 
true — we  are  united,  we  are  willing  to  compromise  on  some 
of  the  issues  involved  about  this  Association  for  the  better- 
ment of  our  alma  mater. 

We  recognize  that  we  have  some  changes  to  make.  There  is 
no  question  on  this  point.  However  I  must  emphasize  to  all 
concerned  that  in  all  of  my  travels  (and  much  travel  has  taken 
place  to  chapter  meetings,  and  will  take  place),  in  conversa- 
tions, in  phone  calls,  and  in  letters  from  alumni,  one  unmis- 
takeable  point  is  clear — The  Beat  Goes  On — as  it  has  for  89 
years — the  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  relate 
to  MCV  and  they  want  to  retain  the  identity  and  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. I,  as  your  president  with  the  full  cooperation  and  efforts 
of  your  Board  of  Trustees,  am  working  to  carry  out  your 
mandate.  I  will  spend  all  of  my  efforts  to  this  end!  Your  Board 
also  feels  as  do  you  that  the  independence  of  this  Association 
is  truly  and  sincerely  in  the  best  interest  of  the  alumni  and 


students  for  the  betterment  of  this  institution.  Our  rector  told 
the  graduates  of  this  University  in  his  commencement  ad- 
dress in  1977  that  "the  mission  of  this  University  is  NOT 
static,"  and  I  would  agree  it  is  NOT  static — "It  is  growing 
and  changing  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  State". 

Our  Alumni  Association  is  NOT  static  either  but  it  does  not 
receive  any  tax  dollars,  only  dollars  from  you — and  not 
enough  of  them — we  need  all  the  HELP,  support,  encour- 
agement, and  money  you  can  give  us. 

Our  mission,  like  the  University's  mission,  is  NOT  static — 
but  because  of  money  restrictions  and  other  limitations  we 
cannot  grow  and  be  as  responsive  to  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  STUDENTS,  its  patients,  its  administration  and  its 
alumni  as  we  would  like  to  be.  We  ask  you  to  help  us  with 
your  dollars,  your  suggestions,  and  your  efforts.  Help  this 
great  health  care  center  that  has  given  us  all  SO  MUCH. 
Support  it — its  needs  are  many.  Each  of  us  can  find  a  project 
close  to  us  within  our  own  individual  school  that  we  can 
support.  Let's  do  it — however  small  or  limited  our  help  may 
be.  TALK  MCV.  Let's  enhance  its  image.  It  has  a  rich,  proud 
heritage — let's  help  to  keep  it  that  way.  Let's  be  a  booster.  Be 
a  backer  of  MCV. 

Dr.  O.  T.  Graham  pointed  out  in  his  presidential  address  in 
June,  1975,  that  the  Alumni  Association  needs  to  broaden  its 
activities  and  efforts. 

Fran  Kay,  in  1976,  listed  things  our  Association  needed  to 
do.  One  of  these  was  to  maintain  a  viable  Alumni  Association 
on  the  MCV  Campus. 

Now  I  would  like  to  point  out  one  thing  I  would  like  to  see 
in  addition  to  Doctor  Graham's  and  Mrs.  Kay's  suggestions. 

There  should  be  regular  quarterly  meetings  between  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association's  executive  committee,  the  MCV 
administration,  and  the  president  of  VCU  and  his  administra- 
tive staff  to  discuss  the  challenges  and  opportunities  of  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  and  how  we  can  help  this  Univer- 
sity and  health  care  center. 

This  Association  has  some  shortcomings — some  of  which 
are  related  to  lack  of  money — and  some  of  it  to  lack  of  your 
support  and  some  to  apathy  which  affects  our  entire  society. 
It  costs  money  to  send  you  The  Scarab,  to  put  on  class 
reunions,  to  have  this  function,  and  provide  you  with  other 
services  you  seem  to  want.  Your  Board  and  I  are  sure  you 
desire  and  want  to  correct  these  shortcomings  so  we  can  be  of 
more  service  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  You  might 
ask  how  you  can  do  this,  the  answer  is: 

1)  We  need  more  money  for  operating  expenses  of  this 
Association  for  inflation  hits  us  at  every  corner.  One 
need  we  have  now  is  for  more  clerical  help  for  a  much 
overworked  executive  secretary. 

2)  In  addition  to  that  we  need  more  input  from  you.  The 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  essential  to  the  identity 
of  its  graduates.  The  reputation  of  MCV  is  not  due  to 
the  buildings  nor  is  it  built  on  the  framework  of  an 
organizational  chart  but  it  is  due  to  the  loyalty,  to  the 
work,  to  the  dedication,  and  to  the  effort  of  its  faculty, 
its  students,  and  its  alumni.  Dr.  Marvin  West,  a  mem- 
ber of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  said  "We  are  proud,  and  I 
might  add  we  are  very  proud  of  our  independence 
which  allows  us  to  serve  because  we  care — to  support — 
because  we  believe,  to  give  because  others  have  given 
before  us  and  because  it  gives  us  the  strength  that 
comes  from  taking  up  the  burden  voluntarily." 

We  want  desperately  to  be  a  continuing  link  between  this 
health-care  center  and  its  alumni.  We  have  to  continually 
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face  obstacles  from  the  administration  on  this  campus.  Our 
alumni  want  to  be  and  we  want  to  keep  them  informed  about 
all  the  happenings  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  We 
want  to  stimulate  their  interest  and  pride  in  MCV,  to  encour- 
age their  support  in  money  and  suggestions  so  that  this 
institution  may  continue  to  grow  and  prosper,  and  to  turn  out 
graduates  that  are  better  able  to  render  better  health  care  to 
our  fellow  man  as  the  years  go  on. 

I  feel  we  owe  a  sincere  vote  of  thanks  to  our  executive 
secretary  for  what  she  has  done  through  the  years,  including 
what  I  have  seen  so  very  vividly  this  past  year. 

I  would  also  thank  your  task  force  that  I  am  going  to  call  on 
in  a  few  minutes,  which  is  chaired  by  Dr.  Charles  M.  Zach- 
arias,  who  have  worked  or  tried  to  work  with  the  administra- 
tion to  solve  the  problems  between  us  and  them. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Jimmy  Tucker,  the  treasurer;  Dr. 
Rudy  Thomason,  the  secretary;  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson;  and 
our  good  friend  and  yours,  a  man  of  long  standing,  who  has 

PRESIDENT, 

Thank  you,  I'd  like  to  take  a  few  moments  to  just  try  to 
bring  you  up  to  date  as  to  what  it  is  we're  trying  to  do  to  carry 
out  the  wishes  of  the  last  fifty  presidents  of  this  organization, 
relative  to  identity  and  autonomy  and  independence,  Herb, 
still  bringing  it  somewhere  within  the  scope  of  the  mission 
and  goals  of  the  institution. 

I'm  relatively  new  here  so  most  of  what  I  know  is  what  I 
hear.  One  of  the  things  I've  heard  is  that  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion is  not  close  to  the  institution,  so  I  wonder  what  we  can  do 
to  help  with  that.  Shortly  after  I  arrived,  I  was  asking  about 
what  type  of  alumni  activities  you  do  have  because  I  am 
interested  in  the  role  of  alumni  in  working  towards  the  goals 
and  missions  for  an  institution  and  how  they  support  it. 
When  I  say  support  it,  I  don't  always  mean  financially,  but 
morally,  and  working  on  committees,  etc.  I  was  told  there  is 
an  MCV  Alumni  Association.  However,  the  administration, 
that  is  the  deans,  was  not  in  close  contact  with  the  organiza- 
tion and,  therefore,  was  about  to  establish  another  alumni 
organization.  I  couldn't  see  that  anything  like  that  would 
work  to  anyone's  advantage,  neither  the  group  of  deans,  the 
administration,  that  is  my  office,  the  University,  or  for  this 
organization  and  so  we  set  about  to  try  to  meet  this  challenge 
through  a  series  of  meetings  that  I  had  with  your  executive 
committee  on  a  few  occasions  as  we  try  to  iron  out  some  of 
the  problems,  and  we  are  posing  some  areas  of  compromise  or 
areas  of  mutual  interest  to  both  the  Board  of  this  organization 
as  well  as  the  deans.  If  we  have  some  agreement  on  that, 
hopefully,  the  president  will  step  aside  and  then  the  two 
groups  can  get  together  and  will  take  it  from  there  and 
hopefully  develop  an  alumni  association  which  is  not  only 
one  that  has  its  independence,  its  identity,  and  its  pride,  its 
traditions  and  esprit  but  one  that  is  working  more  closely 
with  the  institution. 

To  work  with  an  institution,  an  alumni  organization  must 
work  with  its  school  that  it  represents.  Yours  is  a  multiple 
setup,  that  is  you  have  the  pilotage  program.  I  think  we  need 
more  identity  within  the  individual  schools.  I  don't  believe 
we  can  go  all  the  way  to  the  traditional  type  of  alumni 
organization  of  most  institutions  where  each  school  has  its 
own  group  and  overall  those  people  form  the  general  alumni 
association.  With  the  history  that  we  have  here,  we  have  had 
to  modify  it  to  some  extent.  What  we  are  hoping  we  can  do 
then  is  have  a  university  alumni  council  or  federation  which 


meant  so  much  to  you  and  so  much  to  this  Association, 
Reggie  Rooke.  Without  these  four  gentlemen,  I  don't  know 
what  I  personally  would  have  done  this  past  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
Alumni  Association,  who  have  been  very  tolerant  of  me,  who 
have  backed  me  up.  They  have  given  me  wise  counsel, 
wisdom,  and  understanding. 

I  must  add  a  personal  note.  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not 
thank  my  partner  for  twenty-some  years,  my  wife,  who  is 
tolerant  of  me  in  many,  many  ways  but  particularly  with  this, 
in  giving  me  encouragement  when  sometimes  things  both- 
ered me  more  than  they  should. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  call  on  the  third  president  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University,  who,  as  I  said  before,  I 
sincerely  feel  we  are  very,  very  fortunate  to  have.  He  has 
taken  time  out  of  his  busy  schedule  to  be  with  us,  as  he  said, 
he  is  very  concerned  about  the  alumni  of  this  institution.

would  be  made  up  of  two  component  units,  each  at  the 
present  time  incorporated  separately,  that  is  for  both  cam- 
puses. I  don't  think,  I'm  not  sure  you  are  aware  that  the 
Alumni  Association  for  the  West  Campus  is  also  a  separate 
corporation.  What  our  problem  seems  to  be  is  how  we  get  the 
membership  into  a  group  that  will  represent  the  entire  uni- 
versity for  developing  this  federation.  The  proposal  then  is  to 
have  representatives  from  the  MCV  Board  and  the  Board  that 
represents  the  academic  campus  form  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  this  university  alumni  council  or  federation.  I'll 
only  speak  of  the  MCV  part.  In  this  area,  I  think  that  we  must 
consider  the  role  of  the  school  or  the  deans,  in  terms  relating 
to  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  we  know  it  may  maintain  its 
own  incorporation  and  its  own  independent  designation. 
There's  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  it  has  got  to  relate  more 
closely  to  the  academic  unit  and  therefore  hopefully  with  the 
deans.  The  proposal  then  is  to  have  the  unit,  that  is  the 
independent  unit,  MCV,  made  up  of  a  series  of  sections,  those 
sections  made  up  of  your  membership  and  the  people  on  the 
executive  committee  who  are  graduates  of  the  specific  institu- 
tion. That  is  the  dental  members  will  be  a  section  within  this 
overall  group  that  relates  to  the  school  of  dentistry,  I'm 
saying  dentistry  or  you  could  have  this  same  group  of  people 
who  would  relate  to  nursing,  pharmacy,  medicine,  etc.  My 
concern  is  that  what  the  deans  will  be  setting  about  to  do  is  to 
establish  a  group  to  be  called  a  Board  of  Counselors,  that  is  a 
number  of  alumni  who  will  be  advisors  to  the  school  to  keep 
them  aware  and  posted  on  how  they  relate  to  the  immediate 
interest  in  this  community,  what  is  going  on  in  the  profes- 
sions, thus  the  curriculum,  in  fact,  of  training  individuals  to 
carry  on  what  is  proposed  to  be  the  practice  of  that  profession 
for  the  future.  They  also  serve  as  a  group  that  will  help  the 
institution  in  identifying  needs,  will  help  identify  individuals, 
and  satisfy  some  of  these  needs  in  essence  be  a  type  of  fund- 
raising  group.  This  group  is,  as  I  said,  made  up  of  alumni 
with  each  dean  and  I  am  sure  will,  some  of  them,  be  mem- 
bers of  this  organization.  From  that  Board  of  Counsellors,  I'm 
suggesting  that  we  take  a  couple  of  those  people  and  have 
them  become  members  of  the  overall  Board  of  this  organiza- 
tion or  to  have  a  joint  nominating  committee  to  put  up 
people  to  be  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
organization  so  that  we  have  the  institution's  feeling,  the 
individual  school's  feeling  that  they  are  having  or  do  have 
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some  input  into  the  activities  of  the  Alumni  Association. 
Hopefully,  the  Alumni  Association  has  as  its  goal  to  satisfy 
the  needs  of  the  educational  programs  from  which  you  all 
graduated  from  and  so  it  is  not,  as  I  see  it,  one  that  deals 
with  patient  care,  per  se,  support  patient  care,  to  support  the 
activities  of  the  school  which  is  also  to  them  an  indication  of 
research,  patient  care,  and  public  service. 

I  bounced  some  of  this  off  of  the  deans  recently,  yesterday 
in  fact,  after  I  met  with  your  Board  and  there  seemed  to  be 
some  areas  that  I  had  discussed  which  may,  in  fact,  be 
sufficient  for  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  groups  to  bring  about 
a  more  colaborative  approach  to  alumni  activities  for  this 
organization  and  the  University. 

A  couple  of  other  things  we  discussed,  one:  most  alumni 
organizations  now  have  done  away  with  the  dues  structure 
and  there's  good  reason  for  it.  Dues  structure  is  the  least 
efficient  way  to  raise  money.  Those  institutions  and  I  think 
there  are  only  12%  of  the  major  institutions  that  still  have  a 
dues  structure.  Those  institutions  that  have  gone  the  route  of 
annual  giving  have  surprisingly,  and  this  is  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  developed  much  more  in  the  way  of  financial  support 
for  their  individual  schools  than  they  had  before,  being  on,  or 
using  the  dues  approach.  We  are  proposing  consideration  of 
an  annual-giving  program  for  all  alumni  of  the  institution, 
therefore  that  would  include  the  MCV  Alumni  Association. 
We  are  also  recommending  that  there  be  closer  colaboration 
between  the  alumni  organization,  the  academic  unit,  that  is 
the  deans  and  Council,  and  the  MCV  Foundation.  I  think 
there  has  not  been  enough  colaborative  efforts  in  terms  of 
raising  money  for  the  Foundation  and  for  the  school. 

We  also  feel  that  working  together  we  can  make  significant 
change  in  the  format  of  The  Scarab.  I  think  The  Scarab,  as  it 
represents  a  major  alumni  organization  which  represents  a 
medical  center,  needs  to  be  upgraded  to  be  more  in  keeping 
with  the  medical  center  journals  and  information  bulletins 
that  are  coming  from  the  other  medical  centers  around  the 
country  and  I  am  sure  you've  seen  many  and  I  think  we  can 
do  that  utilizing — it  will  take  more  help  and  more  funding — 
but  I  think  we  can  do  that  by  using  some  of  the  personnel  we 
have  in  the  publication  areas  of  the  University,  service  con- 
sultants, advisors,  etc.  If  we  are  to  upgrade  the  image  of  the 
institution,  I  think  our  publications  are  very  significant  as 
these  are  seen  not  only  by  our  own  alumni  but  by  people  who 
are  not  graduates  of  the  institution  and  they  are  also  seen  by 
other  institutions  who  are  on  mailing  lists  for  all  publications 
from  our  institution. 

What  we  are  saying,  in  essence,  is  that  we  can  develop  a 


plan  whereby  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  may  retain  its 
identity.  We  would  have  sections  within  to  relate  to  the 
individual  schools.  It  would  be  respresented  on  the  overall 
University  Alumni  Council.  It  would  include  a  few  members 
from  the  Advisory  Board  to  the  dean,  whatever  you  call  it,  the 
fund  raising  group,  or  the  Board  of  Counsellors.  It  will  work 
with  the  alumni  adtivities  office,  to  help  in  the  service  areas, 
where  you  are  short  of  help,  not  to  make  any  decisions  but  to 
provide  any  kind  of  service  that  involved  the  University 
office  and  provide  member  mailings,  notifications,  etc. 

It  will  in  no  way  change  what  is  going  on  at  the  present 
time  in  the  Alumni  Association,  that  is  planning  chapter 
meetings,  planning  this  annual  meeting,  honoring  the  digni- 
taries that  the  Association  wishes  to  honor  as  it  does  at  the 
present  time.  As  I  said  a  moment  ago,  I  think  it  is  important 
that  all  this  be  considered,  the  communications  that  would 
take  place  representing  this  institution,  and  therefore,  The 
Scarab,  I  think  can  be  and  should  be  upgraded.  I  think,  also, 
we  should  develop  a  funding  structure,  which  will  reduce  the 
funding  and  information  structure,  which  will  reduce  some  of 
the  present  confusion  which  I  have  heard  from  people  saying 
when  we  send  money  we  really  don't  know  where  it's  going 
or  to  whom  or  to  which  office  it  is  going.  Let  me  assure  you 
that  when  money  is  donated  and  it's  designated  to  a  certain 
area,  that's  the  only  area  that  it  can  and  should  go  to  and  be 
paid  to  and  we  have  no  plans  to  direct  it  or  otherwise  for  it  to 
go  elsewhere.  However,  with  University  mailings  and  the 
MCV  group  mailings,  I'm  sure  there  is  a  lot  of  confusion. 
Secondly,  with  the  prospect  of  independent  units  forming, 
there  is  going  to  be  more  confusion,  as  an  example,  the  MCV 
nursing  organization  at  the  present  time.  I  would  like  to 
prevent  this  from  happening  any  further.  In  fact,  I  would  like 
to  have  that  organization  become  part  of  the  overall  MCV 
Alumni  Association.  So  to  do  away  with  some  of  this  confu- 
sion, at  the  same  time  making  the  organization  a  more 
integral  part  of  the  University  and  having  the  University 
feel  that  it  has  an  organization  to  call  on. 

I  am  proposing  these  areas  which  I  hope  your  executive 
committee  and  the  deans  of  our  medical  center  can  get 
together  on  and  spend  a  little  time  discussing  a  document 
which  would  meet  the  needs  of  both  groups  and  therefore 
can  only  result  in  a  better  image  for  the  institution  and  a 
better  working  relationship  between  this  alumni  organization 
and  MCV,  the  University.  Thank  you,  I'll  answer  any  ques- 
tions.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  it  is  my  duty 
to  report  to  you  on  the  transactions  of  your  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  fall  meeting  was  held  on  September  18,  1978.  Ap- 
proval was  granted  to  give  key  rings  with  the  MCV  insignia 
to  the  new  students;  the  bylaws  were  amended  as  follows: 
Article  VII,  Section  2,  the  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee shall  be  chosen  by  that  committee;  and  resolutions 
honoring  Dr.  Waverly  Randolph  Payne,  who  died  on  April 
23,  1977,  and  Dr.  Thomas  Dewey  Davis,  who  died  on  July  6, 
1977,  both  past  presidents  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association, 
were  proposed.  This  was  the  meeting  at  which  the  deans 
appeared  as  you  will  hear  from  Doctor  Zacharias's  report. 


At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Board  on  October  23,  the  Board 
reaffirmed  its  intention  for  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  to 
remain  independent  and  moved  the  task  force  or  ad  hoc 
committee  should  meet  with  the  deans,  listen  and  also  talk 
but  would  have  no  authority  to  make  decisions  but  must 
return  to  the  executive  committee  and  the  Board  with  their 
report.  The  Board  rose  for  a  moment  of  silence  to  pay  respect 
to  our  deceased  friend,  Jonah  Larrick. 

The  Board  met  for  its  regular  meeting  on  January  29  and 
had  as  their  guest  the  new  third  president  of  VCU,  Dr. 
Edmund  F.  Ackell. 

Doctor  Ackell  gave  a  delightful  account  of  his  background

before  coming  to  MCV.  He  emphasized  the  strength  of 
MCV.  He  feels  a  group  like  ours  "which  bands  the  health 
sciences  people  together  has  a  great  opportunity  to  unite 
health  sciences  and  actually  develop  some  thoughts  on  how 
we  can  improve  some  of  the  bad  PR  we've  had  ."He  plans  to 
hire  a  vice  president  for  fund  raising  and  two  assistants  for 
him.  His  goal  is  excellence  for  the  University  and  he  wants  it 
to  improve  to  the  degree  where  it  will  be  accepted  by  the 
American  Association  of  University  Colleges,  a  select  group 
of  48  universities. 

The  Board  approved  a  dance  for  the  graduates  which  was 
held  on  May  12  at  the  Hotel  John  Marshall,  reconfirmed  its 
support  of  the  construction  of  the  health-sciences  building, 
and  the  awarding  to  Miss  Sybil  MacLean,  former  dean  of 
nursing,  an  honorary  life  membership  in  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association.  The  Board  again  reconfirmed  its  intention  to 
remain  independent  and  to  explore  all  avenues  of  coopera- 
tion with  the  College. 

A  called  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  April  16  and 
Doctor  Zacharias  presented  the  report  which  you  will  next 


hear.  The  Board  approved  the  donation  of  $100  for  the  PT 
graduates  whose  commencement  will  be  July.  A  special  issue 
of  The  Scarab  was  proposed  to  inform  the  alumni  of  our 
predicament  and  also  to  let  the  administration  present  its 
case,  again  reaffirmed  its  support  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation as  an  independent  association;  the  task  force  com- 
mittee was  reappointed,  and  approval  was  given  to  the  hiring 
of  an  attorney  to  be  used  as  necessary,  and  an  appointment 
was  to  be  asked  for  a  committee  to  appear  before  the  VCU 
Board  of  Visitors. 

The  time  your  officers.  Board,  and  special  committees  have 
devoted  to  your  Association  this  past  year  is  tremendous. 
They  have  really  worked  in  your  behalf. 

The  Board  met  on  June  2  at  the  Alumni  House  and  Dr. 
Edmund  F.  Ackell,  president  of  VCU,  spoke  to  them.  After 
his  talk,  on  motion  of  Dr.  James  Edward  Wiley,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Thomas  W.  Nooney,  Jr.,  the  Board  voted  for  the  ad  hoc 
committee  to  meet  again  with  the  deans.

AD  HOC  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


This  is  the  report  of  the  ad  hoc  committee  or  task  force 
which  was  chaired  by  Dr.  Charles  M.  Zacharias.  Let  us  first 
give  you  some  of  the  background,  which  led  to  the  formation 
of  this  committee. 

In  January,  1977,  a  special  committee  met  with  Dr.  Rich- 
ard A.  Michaux,  chairman,  Dr.  Charles  M.  Caravati,  and  Dr. 
Kinloch  Nelson,  former  dean  of  medicine,  to  make  plans  for  a 
midwinter  seminar.  This  plan  gained  the  approval  of  the 
provost  of  MCV,  Dr.  M.  Pinson  Neal,  and  Doctor  Neal  had 
volunteered  to  make  the  housing  arrangements  for  this  semi- 
nar. 

The  purpose  of  this  seminar  was  to  provide  a  stimulating 
program  of  interest  to  all  alumni  participants  at  a  pleasant 
meeting  place.  Following  the  program,  participating  alumni 
were  to  regroup  and  meet  with  their  respective  deans.  This 
group  of  alumni  meeting  with  their  deans  was  to  form  a  hard 
corp  of  alumni  who  would  be  aware  of  their  respective  dean's 
problems,  aims,  and  financial  needs  for  their  specific  schools. 
This  hard  corp  of  alumni  for  each  school  would  subsequently 
meet  and  plan  on  how  to  meet  these  goals  (financial  and 
otherwise).  The  seminar  was  to  be  an  annual  event.  Such 
seminars  have  proven  highly  successful  at  other  universtiies 
as  well  as  financially  rewarding. 

Before  the  June,  '77,  Board  meeting,  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Kay, 
immediate  past  president  and  cochairman  of  the  Alumni 
Fund  Raising  Committee,  called  Doctor  Michaux.  She  re- 
ceived a  report  saying  Doctors  Nelson  and  Caravati  had  met 
with  the  deans  of  medicine,  dentistry,  and  pharmacy,  and  it 
was  their  impression  that  the  deans  would  like  to  form  their 
own  alumni  associations.  Subsequently,  members  of  our 
Board  talked  to  these  three  deans  and  they  expressed  these 
views.  Doctor  Steinfeld,  dean  of  medicine,  stated  each  school 
should  "have  their  own  alumni  associations  under  the  um- 
brella of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association."  Doctor  Weaver, 
dean  of  pharmacy,  said  the  deans  had  met  and  had  discussed 
the  feasibility  of  forming  their  own  individual  alumni  associa- 
tions. Doctor  Weaver  felt  this  desirable  for  fund  raising  but 
he  also  felt  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  should  continue  to 


function  in  the  area  of  coordinating  and  arranging  com- 
mencement affairs  and  class  reunions.  Doctor  Kennedy,  dean 
of  dentistry,  favored  keeping  the  dental  school  under  the 
umbrella  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  in  August  of  Mrs.  Kay,  Mr. 
Rooke,  Doctor  Graham,  and  Doctor  Boyd  with  Doctors  Mich- 
aux, Caravati,  and  Nelson,  we  were  informed  the  deans  had 
rejected  the  midwinter  seminar  plan  and  had  further  stated 
their  intention  to  form  separate  alumni  associations.  Your 
executive  committee  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  sug- 
gested the  deans  be  invited  to  the  September  Board  meeting 
to  discuss  how  they  thought  the  MCV  Alumni  Association 
should  function. 

The  Board  met  on  September  18,  1977,  and  the  deans 
the  provost  of  MCV  had  as  their  spokesman,  Dr.  Warren 
Weaver,  dean  of  pharmacy.  They  presented  the  following 
statement: 

"Basic  Principles — Alumni" 

"The  alumni  of  each  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
schools  should  be  (re)  organized  into  separate  alumni  groups 
(associations,  sections).  These  groups  should  have  a  direct 
organizational  relationship  to  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia/Virginia Commonwealth  University  administration." 

The  deans  at  that  time  requested  a  small  task  force  be 
formed  of  them  and  us  to  look  into  reorganization.  Dr.  Her- 
bert R.  Boyd,  Jr.,  our  incoming  president,  made  a  motion  that 
a  small  task  force  be  appointed.  This  committee  was  to 
review  in  detail  the  deans'  proposals  and  work  to  come  up 
with  some  type  of  solution.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Carl  E.  Bain  and  carried.  This  was  how  the  ad  hoc  committee 
was  formed.  Dr.  Charles  M.  Zacharias  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  our  half  of  the  committee  with  Mr.  R.  Reginald 
Rooke,  Mrs.  Carol  B.  Cantrell,  and  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson  as 
members  of  the  committee.  The  Board  elected  Dr.  Herbert 
R.  Boyd,  Jr.,  our  incoming  president,  an  ex  officio  member  of 
the  committee.  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Kay,  chairman  of  the  execu- 
tive committee,  was  also  appointed  an  ex  officio  member  of 
the  committee.  Our  ad  hoc  committee  was  to  meet  with  the 
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cleans,  listen,  and  also  talk  but  they  had  no  authority  to  make 
any  decisions.  They  were  to  return  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee and  to  our  Board. 

The  task  force  or  ad  hoc  committee  met  on  December  12, 
1977,  and  on  February  2,  1978,  with  the  deans'  committee 
composed  of  Dr.  Warren  E.  Weaver,  Dr.  Jesse  Steinfeld,  Dr. 
James  Kennedy,  Dr.  Doris  B.  Yingling,  Dr.  Kinloch  Nelson, 
and  Dr.  Harry  Lyons.  They  further  met  with  this  group  and 
President  Edmund  F.  Ackell  on  February  21,  1978,  and  on 
March  27,  1978,  with  President  Ackell  alone.  At  the  first 
meeting  with  the  deans,  the  committee  was  informed  that  we 
had  no  chance  of  remaining  independent.  The  committee 
was  further  informed  we  had  no  alternative — either  to  turn 


over  our  assets  to  the  M  CV  Foundation  or  keep  going  and  dry 
up  on  the  vine. 

In  the  meeting  with  President  AckeJl,  he  presented  to  us  a 
"white  paper.''  Doctor  Ackell  has  in  his  present  talk  to  you 
alluded  to  most  of  the  things  discussed  in  the  white  paper. 

Your  ad  hoc  committee  felt  it  had  gone  as  far  as  it  could 
with  the  charge  it  had  been  given.  It  consequently  is  handing 
in  this  report.  Further  negotiation  should  be  made  by  the 
alumni  board.  I  must  add  here  that  President  Ackell  made  it 
very  clear  the  "white  paper"  was  a  rough  draft  and  there  was 
room  for  arbitration.

If  this 
reunion  has  been  a  happy  time  for  you,  I  feverently  pray 
there'll  be  one  in  '83  for  you  to  come  back  to.  I've  been 
around  too  long  not  to  know  money  is  essential  to  progress.

their  alma  mater.  I  love  you  all,  with  possibly  one  or  two 
exceptions,  and  I  thank  you  each  and  everyone  for  being  so 
kind  to  me  through  the  years.  One  of  the  fifty  year  graduates 
said  to  me  yesterday  he  thought  I'd  been  around  since  his 
graduation  and  believe  me  there  have  been  days  when  I've 
felt  like  I  had  been,  but  as  long  as  I  am  an  employee  of  this 
Association,  I  will  continue  to  try  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of 
the  Board,  the  officers,  and  you,  the  alumni. 
Thank  you  again.

I  would  want 
you  to  know,  I  would  want  him  to  know  and  I  would  want  the  administration  to  know  that  after  he  left  the  Board  meeting 
yesterday  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Association  UNANIMOUSLY  voted  to  have  its  ad  hoc  committee,  of  which  Doctor 
Zacharias  is  chairman,  meet  again  with  the  committee  from  the  administration  to  discuss  further  these  areas  of  disagree- 
ment. As  I  have  said  before  this  Association  I  think  is  again  willing  to  meet,  hopefully,  in  an  atmosphere  of  compromise,  in 
order  that  this  Association  might  direct  its  efforts  to  the  betterment  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  To  our  alumni  I  want 
to  reassure  you  that  your  Board  will  keep  you  well  informed  in  detail  as  to  the  development  of  these  future  discussions  with 
the  administration.

"Your  Board  recognized  and  wants  to  reassure  the  alumni  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  the  administration  aware  that 
any  proposed  changes  will  have  to  be  agreed  to  by  you,  not  by  the  president  nor  his  Board  of  Trustees.  There  is  no  mistake 
about  that.  It  comes  back  to  you. 

"You  should  watch  for  the  special  issue  of  The  Scarab  which  you  have  been  told  is  coming  and  it  will  come  and  it  will  be 
based  on  the  experiences  as  we  approach  the  future.  If  you  ask  me  how  I  feel  right  now,  I  would  like  to  close  my  remarks 
by  saying  I'm  a  cautious  optimist."
